OF course To owas nok very habe after spendins #668. and than 
ho find that the unit was not doing its dob. Ih went 
straight inte SOW ’s service debartment, but when 1b came 
back the unit would still not track the discs in Iuwestion. | 
had 3a chat with their technician. who told me that my unit 
had been acddueted to ite maximum level, buh he admitted that 
certain discs wold not teack on certain unite.

HAD unit “this one was more SePensive and cosh me another

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Well, what is the moral of this tale?’ The new Compact. 
Disc at it’s very best is an absolute marvel, but there are 
Problems, At first it was announced that these discs were 
imPervious to dirt. dust and scratches. Hot so. The laser 
beam that reads the disc has got built-in error correction 
circuitry, which is transmitted to the servo motor driveds?. 
LePending on the soPhistication of this error Correction 
device the unit will either make the necessary corrections 
for errors encountered during it’s travels across the disc, 
on mistrack. This can cause jumPing over sections of a track 
or rePeabing a section ad infinitum. 

Lf and of vou are conbemP lating Purchasing one of these 
units I would caution vou to go werd easy. Most Hi-Fi 
salesmen are not aware of the Fitfalls of this new system, 
and Il fear that some of the chearer Units cow Coming on the 
market may be troublesome. ‘toy have been warned! 

One last Point: my dealer tried to return his units to 
SOMY for credit om replacement. They refused, because they 
Were co-inventors of the system, 30 they must be Perfect!
